bank, was named its conservator. 
The bank reported assets of $33,- 
535,973 Dec. 31 and deposits of 
$30,168 221. 

Harriman, who is 67 years old 
was stricken last November. He 
had been in the banking business 
since he was 16. From his sick- 
bed he issued a statement denying 
the charges.

All ‘About Beer— 
Provisions of State and 
U.S. Laws for 3.2 Brew 


OLLOWING are the main provisions of Federal and State 3.2 per 


cent beer measures: 


The Federal bill amends the Vol- 
stead prohibition law so as to legal- 
ize the manufacture and sale of 
“beer, ale, porter or other similur 
fermented liquor,” containing not 
more than 3.2 per cent alcohol by 
weight. — 

This is equivalent to about 4 per 
cent by volume. The usual alco- 
holic content of pre-prohibition beer 
was about 45 per cent by volume. 

Federal tax is $5 a barrel (31 gul- 
lons); each brewery to pay $1000 
annual license fee, wholesaler $50 
and retailer $20. It is estimated the 
revenue yield to the United States 
will be from $125,000,000 to $150,- 
000,000 a year. 

It is left to states to regulate the 
manufacture and sale of beer with- 
in their own borders, or to prohibit 
it. The Missouri bill conforms to 
the Federal bill in alcoholic con- 
tent. It imposes an inspection fee 
of 1 cent a gallon on beer brewed, 
a license tax of $500 annually on 
each brewery, $50 on each whole- 
saler, $10 for an establishment sell- 
ing beer to be consumed on the 
premises and $5 for a store selling 
it in the original package. , 

The possible State revenue is 
estimated at $1,000,000 a year, 


which will go into the general rev- 
enue fund, one-third of which is 
set aside for public schools. 

The bill forbids the sale of beer 
in any place that has a “mirror 
or bar similar to those of the old 
saloon,” or in any place that main- 
tains blinds or screens that ob- 
scure the vision from the front. 

It is provided beer may be sold 
to customers seated at tables or 
counters in places where food is 
sold, including restaurants, hotels 
and even soda fountains. 

The Missouri bill contains an 
emergency clause which would 
make it effective as soon as the 
Federal act becomes effective, 
which would be 15 days aftcr en- 
actment. 

As the prohibition amendment is 
still in the United States Constitu- 
tion, the bills define the liquor 
which they undertake to legalize as 
“non intoxicating.” 

The Federal bill contains a dit 
of unconscious humor in that it 
would re-enact the Webb- Kenyon 
law so as to forbid shipment of 
this “non-intoxicating” beer into a 


‘prohibition state. 


The bills do not affect brewing at 
home for home consumption.

ion drivers, who refused to accept 
a wage cut of 31 a day.

Under a two-year agreement ne- 
gotiated by a board of arbitrators 
in January, 1932, taxi drivers re- 
ceived $3 a day and 40 per cent 
commission on receipts in excess of 
$6.50 a day computed weekly. The 
two companies, in announcing a re- 
duction of the base pay to $2 a 
day, stated that business conditions 
prevented their paying $3. Union 
leaders regarded the wage cut as 
a breach of agreement.

“Afterwards, I thought of what I 
had done and was sorry aftcrward. 
I went around to different people 
and collected $5 and I am sending 
it to you. 

“I ask you as one father to an- 
other please do not prosecute me 
in the court. The disgrace would 
be terrible. My children do not 
know anything of what I have 
done. Please, Sir, notify the police 
of what I am doing. I have to look 
for work and I cannot leave the 
house. Hoping you will be so kind 
as to give this your attention, I re- 
main, UNEMPLOYED”.

Former 
Secretary of War Dwight F. Da 
vis, who was walking in the park 
assisted in taking the wounded 
man to the hospital. Herwig died 
without amplifying his origina!

BANKS GETING 
BACK TO BUSINESS 
AS USUAL BASIS 


Reopening of Outlying and 
Country Depositories 


Marks Third Day of Pro- 
gressive Resumption. 


By the Associated Press. . 

WASHINGTON, March 15.—With 
the outlying and country banks 
opening generally throughout the 
United States today, this third day 
of the progressive reopening of 
banks, following the - week-long 
nationwide banking holiday, marks 
approximately a return to normal 
resumption of banking activities. 

Other changes in the situation 
denoting “business as usual” in- 
clude the réopening of the New 
York Stock and Curb Exchanges 
and many other like organizations 
in the country. 

With hundreds of smaller banks 
throughout country reopening, 
Secretary Woodin has reiterated 
the Treasury's satisfaction at the 
prompt and orderly response to the 
department’s efforts. 

Business is reported gaining mo- 
mentum as additional banks open, 

New York bankers ‘estimate the 
total return of gold and gold cer- 
tificates in the United States since 
March 7 at $300,000,000, 

Most reopened banks: report de- 
posits continuing to exceed with- 
drawals. 

The first order for new currency 
called for $2,000,000,000, the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing dis- 
closes; hundreds of men and wom- 
en were given employment by the 
Bureau in putting out this issue. 

Clearing of checks on a nation- 
wide scale begins today. 

Response to Treasury Issue. 

Secretary Woodin in a statement 
today said the country’s response in 
oversubscribing the $800,000,000 is- 
sue of Treasury certificates at the 
time the coun was emerging 
from its banking difficulties, was 
“another fine example of the co- 
operation of the country in carry- 
ing out the Government’s financial 
plan.“ 

Loans to State Banks. 

The Senate late yesterday rushed 
through a bill of Senator Robinson 
of Arkansas, the Administration 
leader, authorizing Federal Reserve 
banks to make direct loans to State 
banks. . The bill also authorizes the 
Reserve System and the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation to 
make loans to conservators of 
banks under reorganization, with 
the approval of the Comptroller of 
the Currency.

ASKS FOR LOWER POWER RATES 


Calis on Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission to Investigate Com- 
pany’s Financial Structure. 

Charging that rates for electric- 

ity furnished by the Hast St. Louis 


Electric Light & Power Co. are 
excessive and unfair, the Lans- 
downe Improvement Association, 
an organization of about 200 East 
St. Louis business men, today asked 
the Illinois Commerce Commission 
to investigate the company’s finan- 
cial structure to determine what 
reduction in rates should be made. 
The association's petition charges 
that the company has increased its 
long-term debt by $1,228,000, and 
increased its stock to the extent of 
$1,200,000 to avoid a reduction in 
rates. It charges also that the 
company is a member of a “power 
pool,” whereby it purchases cur- 
rent from the Union Electric Light 
& Power Co. of St. Louis. 

The petition aileges that the 
commission has not valued the 
companys property, and that the 
company hag filed “pretended” 
schedules of valuation to get ex- 
cessive rates from the public. The 
company’s valuations, it is charged, 
are in some instances 100 per cent 
higher than its valuations for tax 
purposes, . 

The company furnishes current 
to East St. Louis and virtually all 
towns in St. Clair County. George 
W. Welch, vice-president of the 
company, declined to comment.

Habitual drunkards, and mental- 
ly incompetent persons, narcotic 
addicts will not be granted a li- 
cense. 

The license must be in posses- 
sion at all times when driving, and 
must be exhibited on demand by 
any peace officer. :

Same Percentage to $1000 Man 
as to $10,000 Official.

WASHINGTON, March 15.—Sen- 


day attacked that feature of the 
pending economy bill which would 
apply the same percentage of salary 
reduction throughout the whole 
range of Federal pay. 

He declared it would be mani- 
festly unjust, for example, to apply 
the same percentag: to a salary of 
51000 as to a salary or $10,000, and 
he added that if the chairman of 
the Finance Committee did not 


bring in an amendment to cure 
this inequity, he (Borah) would do 
60 


Borah took his colleagues aback 
by striking WVigorously at one of 
the most valued of congressional 
perquisites—the mileage allowance. 
Under the existing economy act 
this is 15 cents a mile each way 
between home and the capital for 
each session of Congress. Until 
the passage of the economy act 
it was 20 cents. 

The mileage allowance runs to 
large figures in the case of Sena- 
tors and Representatives living a 
long distance from Washington. 
Sometimes the recipient of the al- 
lowance remains here between ses- 
sions and does not use it at all. 


Fixed in 1866. 

Borah pointed out that the al- 
lowance was fixed at 20 cents in 
1866 and was not changed till the 
temporary cut to 15. cents in the 
economy bill last year. 

“We can't justify this allowance” 
said the Idaho Senator. “It does 
not cost 20 cents a mile to travel 
now. By way of contributing 
something to this situation, in 
which we are proposing to cut 
deeply into the wages of poorly paid 
Federal employes, Congressmen 
should take only their actuai mile- 
age expenditure. 

“At the proper time I shall move 
that the allowance be reduced to 
5 cents a mile. 

Mileage allowances of hundreds 
of thousands of dollars are being 
taken out of the Treasury but not 
expended in the way of mileage. 
Under the circumstances, we ought 
not to make this charge upon the 
Government. 

Borah said that he did not pro- 
pose at this time to talk upon the 
controlling issue that would deter- 
mine his vote on the pending bill to 
give the. President sweeping au- 
thority to cut Federal salaries and 
veteran’s benefits. He would dis- 
cuss the fundamentals of the bill 
later. Meantime he would make 
some suggestions for the removal 
of “unjust features from the bill. 

Hardship on Minor Employes. 

He asked if he was correct in the 
assumption that after the Presi- 
dent, on the basis of the reduced 
cost of living, had’ fixed a pay-cut 
percentage, this percentage would 
have to be applied to all employes 
of the Government, regardless of 
the size of their pay. 

Senator Harrison (Dem.), Missis- 
sippi, chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, who reported the bill, said 
that this assumption was correct. 

Harrison added that the maxi-

“We must not prolong the ques- 
tion,” Herriot told a Sorbonne 
University audience last night, 
“when we see at Geneva a coalition 
of dictatorships, one of them in a 
country in which people are being 
pursued and molested because of 
their religion.”

France, Herriot declared the simi- 
lar theories of Hitler and Mussolini, 
in Germany and Italy, endangered

The Disparity Between Municipal and 
Utility Costs. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
berF7AXPAYER” recently presented in 
this column a very informing tabu- 
lation sh that total 1932 real estate 
and personal property taxes of five local 
taxpayers amounted to $552, whereas the 
1932 bill to the same taxpayers for but 
three utility services—gas, electricity and 
telephone—amounted to $594. Manifestly, 
such comparative costs are simply topsy- 
turvy. : 

Unfortunately, he followed this 48 per 
cent-52 per cent cost arison 74 he 
paragraph recalling the ertion o * 
Manager Dykstra of Cincinnati that a 5 
per cent reduction in public utility rates 
in his city would effect greater savings 
than a 20 per cent cut in tates. Confu- 
sion may arise in the public nd as to 
why Cincinnati establishes a 1/to-4 ratio 
as contrasted to approximately a 1-to-1 
ratio for St. Louis. I am, therefore, ab- 
stracting the following quotations from 
Mr. Dykstra’s full statement showing that 
his comparison was based on taxes for 
“municipal” purposes only, excluding 
school costs. 

“Many of us lived through our boyhood 
without such utility services as gas, elec- 
tricity and telephone. These are charges 
that for most of our people were un- 
known until the present century. Public 
services are much older. And yet it is 
quite probable that for the average eiti- 
zen those new utility services, alone, cost 
more than all local tax-supported serv- 
ices.” 

For “a large downtown mercantile es- 
tablishment (of Cincinnati) the power 
and light bill alone equaled the total tax 
bill paid for all local purposes, including 
the county and the schools. With the 
telephone bill, this company paid for the 
two utility services almost three times as 
much as it paid for all MUNICIPAL serv- 
ices. The figures for a local newspaper 
indicate that its power bill was greater 
than the total taxes paid for all local 
government purposes. In my own home, 
the gas bill alone was well over the total 
local tax bill—approximately 25 per cent, 
in fact. The total charges for electricity, 
gas and telephone were twice my total 
tax bill and more than four times the 
taxes paid for municipal purposes. (Mu- 
nieipal purposes include) debt service—all 
police and fire service, all services such 
as health, recreation, welfare, including 
unemployment relief, waste collection, 
sewers, the university, the general hospi- 
tal, engineering, public lighting, street 
services and so on. 

“This relationship may be entirely 
proper. I am not attacking our public 
utilities. But I submit that when we in- 
sist that the cost of public services be 
driven down, or that our local govern- 


ment is strangling the home and the 


community because of high service 
charges, our sense of relativity is some- 
what warped.” 
Remember that this discussion 1s re- 
lated not to a political, wasteful city ad- 
ministration, but to the best governed, 
most efficient city regime in the United 
States. , 
The utilities had best bend their rate 
structure before public opinion becomes 
sufficiently aroused to break it.

"Meanwhile, repeal of the eighteenth amendment is 
before the states. It vould have been more becoming 
in the nation to have repealed the amendment before 
we had beer; but we are witnessing one of those 
national emotions which ate impatient of legalisms 
and constitutional refinements. The country is in 
trouble. Budgets everywhere are crying for funds. 
Treasuries, big and little, want the revenue. they for- 
merly enjoyed from liquor. To stretch the point da 
to beer enjoys the approbation of almost everybody, 
from the President down. . 

The situation is very much like that of an earlier 
time, when the people of the North revolted from the 
Dred Scott decision. The law was on the side of 
slavery. The Supreme Court was on the side of the 
law; but the North was against slavery, and 80 
against the law the slave owners had made, the law 
in defense of which they had packed the court. 

Abraham Lincoln assumed leadership of that re- 
volt. He said that the will of the people is the law 
of the land. One of the mottoes on the Missouri Cap- 
itol says, “Let the will of the people be the supreme 
law.” So it should be. It is our one way cut of in- 
numerable rat-traps by which we were otherwise 
caught. The moral is not to use the law for selfish 
or tyrannical purposes. 

The pefidulum is swinging back. The inquisition 
is over. Long before the eighteenth amendment is 
repealed, and while some of the states are still de- 
bating procedure under the Blaine resolution, brew: 
eries will be steaming up, bartending will be redi- 
vivus, and the south wind will carry the refreshing 
perfume of malt. It will seém like old times on May 
day to see the bock beer signs, the foaming stein and 
the goat. 

What an experience it has been! We know some- 
thing now of what all liberated peoples have felt, and 
the story of history abounds with them. St. Louis, 
one of the communities most devastated by this un- 
fortunate experiment, will, in our opinion, be able 
to stand the renaissance. We are not so sure of Belle- 
ville, which has tasted the blackness of the Dark 
Ages, and we have our doubts about Mascoutah. We 
have not forgotten that on a day when the terrible 
Torquemada was set over a one-time free people two 
coach loads of men, women and children were trans- 
ported out of Mascoutah and neighboring towns on 
their way to Federal court at Springfield.

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TO REMEDY AN INEQUALITY. 

For the second time this year, a majority vote was 
cast in St. Charles authorizing a $300,000 bond issue 
for the purpose of constructing a municipal power 
plant, yet each time the proposal failed because, 
under the law, a two-thirds vote is necessary. Ik, 
on the other hand, an election is held on the ques- 
tion as to whether or not the Union Electric Light 
& Power Co. should be granted a new franchise, a 
mere majority of the votes cast would be sufficient. 

It may be, on so important a question as municipal 
ownership of a utility, the two-thirds vote should 
be retained. But, if it is retained, certainly. the 
equally important business of granting franchises 
should be placed on the same hasis. A bill pending 
in the Legislature seeks to remedy the inequality. 
It would compel a two-thirds vote on franchises, as 
well as on municipal ownership proposals. 

For the protection of the many small Missouri 
towns with current problems affecting their utilities, 
this bill should be passed. 
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A VICIOUS RACING BILL. 

While we approach the subject from a different 
tangent than the committee of St. Louis citizens who 
are opposing the Wisdom bill, we agree it should be 
beaten. This committee is against race track gam- 
bling on moral grounds. It is opposed to “legalized 
evils.” It takes the puritanical position that the law 
should pretend that the human race is not inherently 
and incurably addicted to gambling. We, on the con - 
trary, believe it is better for the law to recognize 
gambling and throw around it proper regulations and 
Safeguards than to drive it into the underworld. 

Thus, our objections to the Wisdom bill are not 
based on its principle, but on its details. To say it is 
a faulty and a vicious bill is to put it mildly. If it 
had been written by a promoter, who hoped to profit 
hugely and quickly by covering the State of Missouri 
with race tracks of all kinds, he would hardly have 
made it more advantageotis to himself than Senator 
Wisdom did, There are, in the first place, no re 
strictions as to the kind of racing permitted. Horses, 
dogs, caterpillars, elephants and any other type of 
fauna, under it, may be raced, thus offering an invi- 
tation to all sorts of irresponsible and unscrupulous 
persons to set up gambling establishments.

Jockey Club at Collinsville $2500 for each racing 
day, Senator Wisdom would require a daily license 
fee of only $300 for tracks near cities of less than 
500,000 population, e. f., Kansas City, and $600 a day

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THIS .BUREAU PAYS. 

The Intelligence Unit of the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue is one of the Government’s productive agen- 
cies. It has turned millions into the Treasury which 
otherwise might never have been collected. It more 
than pays its way. Apart from the material profits, 
it performs valuable moral services. 

Alert public servants, familiar with the work it 
has done and is doing, are fearful that, in the econ- 
omy reorganization, the unit’s capacity for service 
may be seriously curtailed. They are convinced that 
would be penny-wise, pound-foolish economy and a 
grave mistake. 

The Intelligence Unit's business is to investigate 
Federal income tax frauds. It has made a fine record 
since its creation in 1919. In 18 years, it has rec- 
ommended assessments and penalties amounting, in 
round numbers, to $295,000,000. Not all those rec- 
ommendations stick, to be sure; but a great many 
of them do. In 1927, for instance, its collection, in 
one case, was $3,300,000, and in another $925,000. In 
1928 three cases yielded more than $3,000,000. Simi- 
lar results in other years could be cited. And those 
statistics, gratifying as they are, do not tell the whole 
story. The unit is aggressively active in other 
directions. 

It has removed from Uncle Sam’s payroll a great 
many untrustworthy employes. It has kept a sharp 
eye, also, on attorneys and agents admitted to prac- 
tice before the Treasury Department. In conse- 
quence, 98 of those fellows have been disbarred and 
278 otherwise punished. As evidence of the unit's 
searching vigilance might be mentioned the fact that 
it has put in the Treasury $156,000, representing 
bribes offered to Government employes. 

The head of the Intelligence Unit is Elmer Irey. 
He has made good on the job. It was Irey's men who 
worked up the fraud cases against the Capone gang 
after other efforts had failed. They have just made 
charges of tax evasion against the alleged king of 
Kansas City’s underworld. 

There are sinister interests who would like to see 
the Intelligence Unit shunted off or bottled up and 
its usefulness impaired or, preferably, destroyed. 
There was a proposal last year to transfer the unit 
to the Department of Justice Bureau of Investiga- 
tion. That scheme was opposed and blocked by 
Congressmen Cochran of St. Louis and La Guardia 
of New York. They insisted, correctly, of course, 
that the Bureau of Internal Revenue was the unit's 
logical setting, its home grounds. And there was its 
record of service, written in millions of dollars and 
impressive moral values—a return many times larger 
than the yearly $600,000 required to maintain it. 

Qn the whole, this Intelligence Unit might be de 
scribed as a blue-chip division of the Government, a

The Second Marne 


HE evénts of the past 10 days may be 

compared with the second Battle of the 

Marne, in the summer of 1918. The in- 
vading forces had delivered their most ter- 
rible blow. The defenders had been driven 
back, their lines had been broken, demoral- 
ization was spreading and a rout was threat- 
ened. Then suddenly, under unified com- 
mand and with the support of fresh troops, 
the offensive was halted, the lines were. re- 
formed, morale was restored and the de- 
fenders found themselves in a position to 
begin a counter-offensive. But they had 
not yet begun it. 

That is the point at which we have now 
arrived, and the analogy should suggest to 
us that what we have won is not the war, 
but a great battle, and that a severe cam- 
paign of many battles along the whole front 
has still to be carried through. 


The great achievement of the past 10 days 


has been the revival of the people’s confi- 


dence in themselves and in their institu- 


tions, They believe that they have a leader 
whom they can follow. They believe they 
have a government which can act. They 
believe again that, with human intelli- 
gence, a resolute will and a national disci- 
pline, the measures that have to be taken 
can bé devised and executed. They believe 
that there is no special interest of any kind 
that can resist or obstruct.

GERMAN AMBASSADOR 10 U. S, 
QUITS DUE TO FASCIST VICTORY 


von Prittwitz, 
Envoy to Washington for 
Five Years. 

WASHINGTON, March 15.—Ger- 
man Facism’s recent political vic- 
tory has had its repercussion in 
the resignation of Dr. Frederich 
Wilhelm von Prittwitz, Ambassador 
to the United States for five years. 

The German Ambassador is not 
in sympathy with the program of 
the Hitler Nazis who gained a ma- 
jority in the Reichstag election, 
early in March. His resignation 
has not yet been acted on, but his 
recall is expected in the near fu- 
ture. 

For many months the Washing- 
ton Ambassador has been subject 
to attacks from the Hitler press in 
Germany and his retirement was 
not unexpected. 

Dr. von Prittwitz is a career dip- 
lomat of 25 years’ experience and 
has survived many changes in par- 
ty control of the German republic. 
He is not a member of any politi- 
cal party, but is an avowed Repub- 
lican.

Betting at Hialeah 
Showed Big Increase 


Over That of 1932 


MIAMI, Fia., March 15. 
ORE than 38,000,000 was 
M bet on horse races through 
the pari-mutuels at Hialeah 
Park during the 45-day season 
just closed. 

The exact total of the bets 
was $8,038,643, track officials 
disclosed, in comparison with 
wagers amounting to $6,242,685 
a year ago when the season was 
39 days long. The track this 
season drew 196,353 patrons as 
compared with $1,988 in the last 
year’s season. 

Of the total wagers this sea- 
son, Florida collected $241,159.29 
for distribution among the 67 
counties. The State also was 
paid $50,758.27 in taxes on ad- 
missions and $16,614 in occupa- 
tional taxes levied against per- 
sons employed at the track. 

The State levies a 3 per cent 
tax on wagers and a 15 per cent 
tax on admissions.
